Not, by any means, that we had noné to recount, 
for we hgve had dur full share of them ; but be- 
cause w6é deem it} out of place, as a general rule, 
for a Journalist s) to do:| But, inasmuch as the 
transaction to which we dre about to invite pnb- 
lic attention, in ah important sense, concerns the 
people, and, con#quently, possesses an interest 
and importance entirely beyond and apart from 
our individual po¢ket, we think we may safely 
veriture to place if before our readers ; and expec- 
ially may we dd'so in respc nse to a call froma 
leading member $f this community. 

Up to September 1861) we had been publish- 
ing Government matter inthe usual way and 





upon the usual terms of ‘casual advertisements, | 


without any regular agreement. Abont that 
time we reccived m commanication from the Act- 
ing Colonial Seerptary, proposing a contract for 
one year, dating from 1st September. The cor- 
respondence resdlted in jan agreement to do the 
Government advgrtising for that year, which was 
satisfactorily carfied out } at least we received 
payment prompfly, and | heard no complaints. 


About the time of the expiration of this contract | 


we wrote to Mr.; Young reminding him of. such 
expiry, and at the same time stating that as the 
amount of adverfising hajl materially increased 
in the course of ithe yeat we would expect a 
prope irtiouate. ingrease of remuneration. . To this 
Mr. Young replied that the state of the finances 
of the Colony were such that he feared the Gov- 
ernment would rfot feel jastified in making such 
advance, but Zhat he was prepared. to re- 
hew the contrack for another year upon the same 
terms. Shortlyfafter receipt of this. letter we 
visited Victoria, ‘and took loccasion to seek an in-, 
terview with Mi. Young,} with whom we had a 
long conversatidn, resulting in an agreement to 
print the Govesnment Gazette in these columns 
for one year fro the ¥st September, 1862, Mr. 
Young, on behalf of the Government, agrecing 
- toa slight incrdase of remuneration, 
All went on smoothly ‘till some time in the 
month of Deceraber last, when we were very 
mach surprised’ by the ‘receipt of a letter from 
Mr. Young, coolly infornting us that the arrange- 


( ment for publishing the Gazette wonld cease with 


that month !' Peeling patarally indignant at 
such an intimatipn under the circumstances, we 
at once replied, teminding Mr. Young of the con- 


| tract made in hig office on Friday the 19th of 


September, and informing hin that it was our 
intention strictly to adhere to the terms of that 
contract—suppdsing, in pur innocence, that we 
tould enforce the fulfilment of the contract on 
the part of the Government, which, however, we 
subsequently found to be‘# mistake. To this 
letter Mr. Young replied, professing total igno- 
trance of the existence of any such contract, and 
at the same time enclosing for publication the 
notice to which{our correspondent alludes; Ttie 
following is'a chpy of oyr reply to Mr. Young’s 
letter, the recefpt of which, as. yet, he has not 
had the courtesy to ackriowledge :

We intimated at the outset that this was not 
merely a personal question, ‘affecting our own 
pecuniary interests and confined to us, but that 
it possessed g public importance. But as we 
have already drawn the matter out to a sufficient 
length for one article, we will leave this phase 
of the subject for a future occasion. 

Since the above was in type we have received 
a letter from Mr.' Young, in reply to ours of the 
28th December, |n which he cavalierly informs 
us that ‘‘ You have, however, thought fit to close 
your last letter with a threat, and I therefore con- 
sider myself absolved fron, any obligation which 
might otherwise, in courtesy alone, have rested 
upon me.” How very convenient, isn’tit? But 
it won’t do, Mr. w—a—g. Putting on such ab- 
surd aifs will neither bamboozle the public nor 
silence the press. We have frequently been as- 
sured, by those who know you well, that you 
mistake chicanery for diplomacy, and we verily
